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(h) To advise on research and development in the mineral 
sector including exploration, mining methods, 
beneficiation, mining equipment and development of 
new materials, energy saving and waste reduction. 

(i) To advise on taxation measures and incentives to 
promote value addition and setting up of downstream 
industries as forward linkage of mining 

(j) To advise on policies on import of technology and 
equipments for mining and exploration. 

TENURE 

The tenure of the Council shall be four years from 
the date of notification.
